The union sol- 
diers caught sight-of the white towel, 
held their fire. Under this improvised 
flag Simms was allowed to enter the 
ranks, where. he was met by Colonel 
Whittaker and taken to General] Cus- 
ter, who was in command of that part 
of the field. Netther of these officers, 
however, cared to declare a cessation 
of hostilities just then feeling a 
they had the advantage in the fig 

So Simms was obliged to return to 
his own lines without accomplishing 
his purpose. He left the truce towel 
in the hands of Colonel Whittaker, 
who took half of it and gave the gther 
portion to General Custer. It was 
only shortly afterward that Sheridan 
and Gordon met and established a tem- 
porary truce, which held until the 
conference between Grant and Lee 
terminated the war. 

Most important among the war relics 
is a little ova] table of wood, much 
pattered and scarred, on which Gen- 
eral Grant wrote the letter containing 
the terms of surrender of Genera! Lee’s 
army at the home of Wilmer McLean, 
near Appomattox Court House, Va 

Immediately afterward this table 
was purchased by General 
and given to General Custer 
ent for his wife. General Sheridan's 
letter of presentation, dated April 10, 
1865, the day following the surrender, 
which is included in the collection, 
corroborates this statement, 

The collection also includes a pin 
made from a piece of conch shell, once 
a button from the coat of General 
Washington, presented by a relative 
of the genera] to Custer. Later Gen- 
eral Custer had it mounteg in gold 
for his wife, who wore it many years 
as a brooch. 

Altogether, a more interesting col- 
lection ‘of historic mementoes from 
one source would be hard to find. That

This coat 
calls to mind the services General Cus- 
rendered the government in the 
campaigns against the Stoux 
and 1876, in the last of which, 
the battle of Little Big Horn, he met 
his death. 

Accompanying the coat is a yellow 
plumed cAvalry helmét and a buckskin 
gauntlet, both worn during his active 
service against the Indians from 18636 

1876, while lieutenant colone] of the 
Seventh cavalry, U. S. A. 

There is also a blue regulation army 
coat, with two starred straps 
collar and cuffs, the coat which 
on the occasion of his mar- 
Miss Elizabeth Bacon, Feb- 
1864. 

A straight cavalry saber of tremen- 
dous size and length is included in the 
collection. It was a spoi] of war cap- 
tured by Major Andrew, who presented 
it to General Custer, since he 
of no other man able to wield so large 
and heavy a weapon. It has a Toledu 
blade, on which is engraved in Span- 
ish: “Do not draw me without cause, 
and do not sheathe me without honor.” 

A Virginia state flag, a prize of 
general's personal prowess, captured 
by him in 1861, when a lieutenant, is 
also on exhibition. It is supposed 
be the first standard captured by 
Army of the Potomac.

How to wash the air; why the color 
of the wall affects a child’s vision: the

in America which deals with the gen- 
eral field of public health. The bu- 
reau'’s exhibit will show the hygiene 
of the schoo] and the school child, ag 
part of the exhibition to be held be- 
fore the Fifteenth International Con- 
gress on Hygiene and Demography 
meeting in Washington next Septem-<' 
ber.

You do not know, perhaps, that 
chronic aud severe diseases of the 
ear often begin in the nose or 
toroat.

Gargling tne tor oat 
every morning is a measure fe 
health and cieanliness that no one 
ehould neglect. A tablespoonful of 
Salt in a giass of warm water, or @ 
pinch of borax in the same quantity 
of water, will serve well.

Doctors generally advise us not 
to try to remove the wax from the 
ears. They say that if we let the 
ear alone the wax will finally form 
into a hard little bali and drop out 
without assistance. They advise us 
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not to put cotton Into the ears uf 
leas specially advised to by a re 
ilable physician, who will never give 
the advice unless the need is im 
perative. They forbid pouiticing or 
tyringing the ears without special 
advice, and they are quite right in 
warning against the indiscriminate 
use of ear drops. Bettc regard the 
Inner part of the ear as inviolate. 
So, too, the outer, except for keep 
Ing the folds clean. In the cleans 
Ing do not handie the ear roughly. 
Remove the dust from the folds of 
the ear with a soft cloth, soap and 
water. Be careful to immediately 
and thoroughly dry them. if you 
leave tne neck or halr about the ears 
wet or chilled the earache or neue 
ralgia that will follow may haere, to 
deafness. 

Never box a child’s ears: 
cause a rupture. Do not - pull a 
child’s ears, lest injury follow. 

Be sure to have the adenoids re 
moved.

fuller pocketbook, It would give 
more variety. The tendency of the 
housekeeper !{s to fall into ruts, and we 
all know that ruts, whether for the 
wheels of our carriages or for the 
wheels of our brains, are easy to get 
{nto, but hard to get out of. 

One thing much in favor of nuts and 
eheese is their good keeping quality. 
Therefore they are very desirable addi- 
tions to the camp commissary outfit,

and also a valuable asset to the store- 
room of those living remote from mar- 
kets. | 

Nuts seem to be nature’s food provision 
for primitive man when the snow cov- 
ered the ground and food was 6carvee, 
for some ‘variety is found in nearly 
every part of the world. 

Farmers’ bulletin 332 of the United 
States department of agriculture gives 
an exhaustive analysis of the different 
kinds of nuts found in the United 
States; also of their nutritive value. 
From this bulletin we glean that the 
nuts most commonly used are a more 
expensive source of protein (muscle- 
making) food than porterhouse steak, 
but are cheaper as an energy-producing 
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food, as will be seen by the following 
table:

We can see by the table given that 
the humble peanut ig one of the cheap- 
est foods from which to obtain tissue- 
building material, and should be more 
generally introduced into our bills of 
fare. I think that many persons feel 
toward the peanut as the old lady did 
about buckwheat cakes—that they were 
too common, and she did not like them 
until the price of buckwheat one season 
soared beyond the reach of the poor 
man’s pocket, and then she was heard 
to remark, ‘fHow delicious buckwheat 
cakes are!’’ 

It is easily observed that 10 cents will 
buy about the same of nut protein as 
meat protein, and if spent for peanuts 
will purchase more than twice the pro- 
tein and six times the energy as the 
same amount spent for porterhouse 
steak. It wil] be seen, further, that the 
almond furnishes for 10 cents only about 
one-fourth the protein and less than 
one-third the energy supplied by the 
peanut. One reason why so much energy 
is supplied by nuts is that they are so 
rich in fat, which is so combined with 
the protein that it is not removed in 
eating, as is the case usually with the 
fat of meat. 

It is a usual] mistake to think that 
nuts are hard to digest. That mistake is 
largely due to the way they are used. 
as it has usually been the habit to serve 
them at the end of a meal as a last 
course, when no more food should be 
taken. Also, their indigestibility can 
be laid to improper mastication. When 
we have learned the lesson of thorough 
mastication taught by Horace Fletcher, 
we will find that no foods for which we 
have a liking will be hard to digest, as 
enjoyment of foods counts for much in 
the ease with which they are digested. 

Nuts should be combined with. carbo- 
hydrate foods, as bread, fruit, green 
vegetables, etc., excepting such nuts as 
chestnuts, which do not contain much 
protein, and therefore are not to be 
considered in this paper. 

When planning a mea] where nuts are 
to be used in a salad or dessert, much 
less meat ghould be used, and fre- 
quently a nut dish can be substituted 
entirely for meat. 

Nuts have advanced in price with 
meat, although not so rapidly; but Our 
friend, the peanut, still remains at the 
universally low price of 10-cents a 
quart. 


The hickory is found from 


nut 


Maine to Florida and west to Kan- 
sas and Texas, extending down into 
Mexico. There are many species of 
the hickory nut, popularly known as 
the pecan, shellbark, shagbark, pig- 
nut, etc. In flavor they are equal to 
any nuts, and with the exception of 
the pecan, are much cheaper than 
most: but as the shells are hard and 
the kernels small, they are difficult to 
extract. 

The native black walnuts and but- 
ternuts have a most delicious flavor 
and combine with other things well 
in cooking;. but the hard shell makes 
them difficult to crack. However, they 
are worth while when one is not 
pressed for time; or the work of 
cracking them and removing the 
meats can be relegated to the boys 
of the family, who like to feel that 
they are of some help, although I 
know this is contrary to the usual 
opinion held by adults. The differ- 
ence in price is a great consideration, 
the difference being, in the middle 
west, where they are plentiful: Black 
walnuts, 4 cents a pound, and Eng- 
lish walnuts, 25 cents. 

The filbert is another nut which 
lends itself well to culinary purposes 
and is easy to extract from the shell, 
it being almost equal to walnuts in 
protein value, and is somewhat richer 
in fat. 

We pay higher for light-colored 
nuts, which are usually bleached, and 
in bleaching lose much of their fine 
flavor. It is time we thought more 
of the cleanliness and the food value 
of what we eat than of looks, which 
are often deceiving, and are made so 
purposely for commercial gain. 

If nuts are bought shelled, it is best 
to pour hot water over them before 
using, for they are often exposed to 
dust and insects, and we cannot be 
sure that the hands of those shelling 
them are clean. The pouring of hot 
water over them also gives them a 
fresh flavor and appearance. It: is 
even well to wash nuts before crack- 


ing, especially if thé@y are to be served 
in the shells. 

Nuts are more easily digested if 
chopped before combining with other 
food materials, as many’ people with 
poor teeth find them hard to chew. 


Nut butters are fresher and finer in 
flavor if made only in quantity for 
immediate. use, and are easily made 
if one has a meat chopper equipped 
with a fine knife made for that pur- 
pose, 

Cheese, like nuts, has the reputation 
of being hard to digest, and for the 
Same reasons: eating it when no 
more food is needed and when it is 
not properly masticated. By experi- 
ments carried on by the office of ex- 
periment station, United States de- 
partment of agriculture, we may con- 
clude that cheese compares favorably 
with other foods in thoroughness of 
digestion, and does not differ mate- 
rially in ease of digestion from a like 
amount of meat. Often in the case 
of cooked cheese the fat has been 
overheated in cooking and contains 
burned fats, and as has been said, 
“Disturbances from this cause should 
be laid to poor cooking and not to 
the composition of this particular 
food.” It is well in cooking cheese 
to use the same precautions as in 
cooking eggs, and cook it over boil- 
ing water when it is possible. 

Cheese, being rich in protein and 
fat, can be substituted for meat, and 
should be used rather as the main 
dish for a meal than added to a Dill 
of fare already rich in food value. 

With the ordinary dairy cheese at 16 
cents a pound, for 10 cents we can 
obtain .04 of a pound of protein, .23 
of a pound of fat and 1330 calories of 
energy. So we see that cheese is a 


cheaper tissue builder and source of 
energy than either nuts or meat, 

A tew bills of fare are given as sug- 
gestions of what can be done where 
cheese or nuts are the chief source of 
tissue-building foods.

Soften the butter and blend with it the 
flour, salt and pepper; add slowly the 
strained tomato and cook five minutes. 


Cheese Sticks 

One cup mashed potato, yolk of 1 egg, 
% cup grated cheese, 4% teaspoon salt, 
few grains cayenne.

Add the nuts and dates (which 
have been scalded, stoned and chopped).

Turn into a 
buttered pan and stand in a warm place 
for one-half. hour. Bake three-quarters 
of an hour in a moderately hot oven.

There are two ways to apply the designs to 
the material upon which you wish to work 
them. 

If your material is sheer—euch as handker- 
chief linen, lawn, batiste, and the like—the 
simplest method is to lay the material over the 
design and with a well pointed pencil draw over 
each line. 

If your material is heavy, secure a piece of 
transfer or tmpression paper Lay it face 
down upon this, then draw over each line of the 
paper design with a hard pencil or the point of 
a steel knitting needie. Upon lifting the pat- 
tern and transfer paper you will find a neat 
and accurate impression of the design upon 
your materta! 

There are two points to observe in this sim- 
pie process !} you would execute it satisfac- 
torily One » gee that your material is level 
—cut and folded by a thread--and that your de- 
sign is placed upon it evenly at every point. 

The second is, when placed accurately secure 
the design to the material with thumb tacks or 
pins, #0 they cannot slip during the operation. 

Do not rest your hand or fingers upon any 
part of the design you are transferring, else 
the Imprint of your fingers will be as distinct 
upon the material as the drawn lines of the de- 
sign.
